If “refotm” could disfranchise 100,000 white Georgia voters; if it 
could abolish the ratifying convention, and the right of assembly; 
if it could tacitly admit that its non-action of six months ago re- 
garding the senatorship was based on transparent political ex 
pediency ; if it could refuse to let the people eliminate the most pro- 
lific source of political dynamite in Georgia politics; if it could 
withhold from the people and arrogate to itself the right to express

THE ‘“*WILKES IDEA”’ IN RURAL LIFE. 


The farmers of Wilkes county are giving the famous “commun. 
ity of interest” theory a brand-new twist. They propose to utilize 
the drawing power of things held in common to draw together the 
agriculturists of the county in a society for mutual betterment, the 
scope of the movernent logically including the women of the county. 

The campaign is launched under the name of the Agricultural 
and Industrial Club, though its range will be much wider. The 
avowed purposes of the organization are to promote intensive farm- 
ing and a sentiment for cattle-raising, though it 1s provided.that at 
regular intervals there shall be social gatherings, at which neigh- 
bors shall learn to know each other better and to discuss and solve 
by the might of allied brains ‘the problems in which all are equally 
interested. 

It will be remembered that one of the recommendations of 
Roosevelt's much-discussed lite commission was to the 
effect that a more widely-diffused social spirit was necessary to the 
upbuilding of the rural districts. [t was pointed out that the farm- 
er, by reason of his traditional environment of isolation, ran more 
peril from stagnation than his city brother. The one way to con- 
bat this danger, it was indicated, was by injecting a new force 
which should, by appealing to the human instinct for gregarious- 
ness, build up a rural viewpoint approximating the centralized view- 


country 


point of the cities. 

It is exactly this hypothesis that the farmers of Wilkes have 
invoked to give motive power to their new organization. They 
are working to the end that there will be constructed in the country 
a cohesive influence equal to that prevailing in the city, conning 
over problems, combating common wrongs, devising remedies in 
which each member of the community will be equal beneficiary. 

The “Wilkes idea” is in vogue in England, Ireland, France atfd 
Germany, w ieee has proved extremely effectual in meeting the 
undesirable conditions prevalent in America. There is every rea- 


son why its spread throughout this country should be encouraged. 
If it is, many of the rural problems against which students of eco- 
nomics and sociology are directing their energies will approach solu- 
tion. 

The farmers of Wilkes deserve credit for, vitalizing a doctrine 
that bears such inspiring earmarks of promising results.

CATTLE AND HUMAN BEINGS. 


New York state’s sanitary officers’ association has passed 


resolutions scoring the legislature of that state for appropriating 
at its latest session more money for the prevention of diseases 
among cattle than for the combatting of tuberculosis, and other 
eradicable diseases. 

The sign is an encouraging one, but the New York sanitary 
guardians should not be surprised or despondent. The empire state 
of the country is not farther behind its other commonwealths, or the 
tederal government itself. We are a people commendably saturat- 
ed with the doctrine of conservation, but we are paying more atten- 
tion to the conservation of hogs and cattle, or trees and streams, of 
mines and soil, than to the conservation of the men, the women and 
the children who are the chief and only beneficiaries of hogs and 
cattle, trees and streams, mines and soil. 

The cattle tick, the boll weevil, the San Jose scale—the rest 
of the tribe that menace crops and hogs and cows—draw into the 
held an army of experts, a hogshead of appropriations. Mean- 
while, each year piles up a roster of 600,000 preventable deaths in 
this country, and preventable and eradicable illness incapacitates 
millions more of men, women, children, increases the burdens upon 
society, jeopardizes posterity, finds a dozen vulnerable joints in the 
armor of our civilization. 

The first duty of any nation is to its people, the human units 
upon whom its prosperity and progress, its very existence, depends. 
Yet these human units, the generations that rule today, those that 
are to rule tomorrow, are given less attention, from the hygienic 
standpoints, than the cattle in the field, the hogs in the stye, the 
tungus growths that creep over fruits and vegetables. 

We are perpetuating a paradox at fearful cost. For, in the fina) 
analysis, the issue is more economic than humane. The suffering 
and death we are blindly and needlessly perpetuating are tragic 
enough. The toll we are taking of the well-being, the efficiency of 
the race, and its future welfare, is more important. 

When will congress—the legislatures, for that matter—take 
active cognizance ot a candition that indicts common sense and 
humanitarianism ?

The members of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee did what 
was expected of them. They met, did 
not deliberate, but railroaded through 
the plan mapped out for them before 
they looked each other in the face. 

“Let the steam-roller roll,” said Mr. 
Paul Trammell, the man who had just 
sunk his molars into the best piece 
of pie of his life, handéd’out by the 
power above him, this as he sat down 
to work in the committee. 

And it rolleq over the peop'le in this 
fashion: The committee assumed to 
make itself the convention of the peo- 
ple. It adopted the county unit sys- 
tem all right, contrary to the Hoke 
Smith plan indorsed in his two state 
conventions, and agreeable to the Joe 
Brown plan—thus far so good—but 
they denied the right of the people to 
assemble in state convention and take 
charge of their own affairs. They 
resolved to relieve the people of this 
duty anq privilege. They constituted 
themselves the convention and wil: 
convene themselves and call the roll of 
counties, pass on contests, make rules, 
perhaps a platform, rurn down this 
and turn up that. They adopted ex- 
actly the plan forecasted by The Tele- 
graph on Wednesday, except that they 
did not provide for a secong primary 
in counties that went for the lowest 
man. 

In all the range of politica] history 
that we have known, seen or read 
about, this usurpation ofthe rights of 
the people's delegates to assemble in 
state convention is something new un- 
der the sun!

In fact. it is the 
best belief here that tt could not be 
avoided.

City Electrician R. C. Turner hae 
submitted a report to the board of 
electrical control on the operation of 
high tension electric lines in the city 
limits, and on the proposed 11,000 volt 
transmission lines of the Georgia 
Power company. 

Mr. Turner states that the Georgia 
Railway-andg Electric Company has in 
daily operation a 22,000 volt line start- 
ing at the Davis street plant and going 
out through the city’s streets and feed- 
ing the Marietta car line and the town 
of Smyrna.

salon led to his death. The first meet- 
ing was in 1863, and he at once felt a 
passion for her which was ardently 
reciprocated. “In the summer of 1864 
he met her again on the Rigi, when 
they resolved to marry. She was a 
young lady of 20, decidelly unconven- 
tional and original in character, but 
the daughter of a Bavarian diplo- 
matist, who would have nothing to do 
with Lassallew The lady was impris- 
oned in her own room, and soon ap- 
parently under the influence of very 
questionable pressure, renounced Las- 
Salle in favor of another admirer, 
Count von. Racowitza, a. Wallachian. 
Lassalle sent a challenge both to the 
lady’s father and her betrothed, which 
Was accepted by the latter. At the 
Caronge, a suburb of Geneva, the meet- 
ing took place on August 28, 1864, 
when Lassalle was mortally wounded, 
His funeral was that of a martyr, and 
by many of his adherents ‘he has been 
regarded with feelings almost of re 
ligious devotion.’ .-He was only 25.

“Those of us who are ourselves veter- 
ans, Who werein touch with his soldiers 
during those two years of Jackson’s 
brilliant career, got no such impression 
from them. We certainly got no such 
impression from the intimacies of daily 
intercourse. ‘Major’ Jackson, as he 
lived among us in Lexington, was a 
man of the highest courtesy, careful 
in dress and appearance as are all 
West Pointers, of great refinement of 
thought and speech, of unusual gentle- 
ness of manner, and a lover of chil- 
dren. My little brother and 1 counted 
him boon companion, and claimed his 
attention as soon as he crossed, the 
threshold. Could a man known and 
loved tor such characteristics as these 
be suddenly metamorphosed by the ac- 
cident of war into the harsh, disagree- 
able and absurd figure that Miss John- 
ston paints? 

“Eccentric is a word which may un- 
fairly Le applied to General Jackson. 
mainly because he was that rare thing, 
an absolutely consistent Christian. His 
Master bore that same reproach. But 
he was never known to thrust ‘his ‘pe- 
culiar’ views on any one, was never 
known to speak harshly of any one; 
never claimed to be more righteous 
than others; and therefore gave no of- 
fense. And though his friends and 
neighbors jested about his strict views 
of Sabbath keeping, and his rigid ad- 
herence to those duties which most of 
us treat so lightly, he was loved and 
honored by high and low in the com- 
munity. We may be forgiven if we 
consider it somewhat presumptuous in 
insist that she knows the character- 
istics of this great man better than 
those who had the privilege of his 
companionship! But Hterary success 
is a heavy wine, and Miss Johnston 
has allowed her sense of the dramatic 
tv beguile her into : doing a sewer 
wrong to tpe truth of history when 
She represents General Jackson as 
rough, uncouth, boorish, slovenly and 
unbalanced.

Of the fifty cases referred to the 
society fifteen. will require further in- 
vestigation before permanent dispo- 
Sition is made of them. A large num- 
ber of the others have been disposed 
of satisfactorily without requiring pe! 
‘manent release to the society foi 
placement in family homes. 

Kighteen children have been legall» 
surrendered to the society. Nine of 
thesé have been placed in good fami): 
homes. Two have been returned to re}l- 
Four are being temporarily); 
cared for in institutions. Three of 
these have not yet been received. One 
little girl, seven months old, died at 
the Grady hospital, and was buried in 
“God’s Acre,” at West View cemetery 

Many Familles Want Children. 

The society has received 108 applica- 
tions from families wishing to take 
children to rear. A goodly percentage 
of these, feeling no doubt that they 
could not stand the test of a rigid in- 
vestigation, have declined to file for- 
mal application with the society. From 
the list of those who have filed formal 
upplication, about two-thirds of the 
homes have been personally investigat- 
ed. Some have had to be declined— 
two where the most prominent peo- 
ple in the community highly recom- 
mended the parties. When a personal 
investigation of the homes was made 
facts were ‘learned which necessitated 
passing them up. 

These in charge of the work ar‘* 
gratified with the quality of homes jn 
which children have been placed, an 
of those that have been approved and 
are now waiting for children answer- 

ge to a certain description, age, sex , 
and parentage.

It was in 1907 that Christian laymen, 
chiefly the mature men, began to show 
increased interest in missions. The 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement was 
founded, and after a considerable 
conducted the greatest 
series of missionary conventions Amer- 
ica has ever known. Some criticism of 
expenditures on conventions, which 
covered all principal cities, and lasted 
from the autumn of 1909, to May, 1910, 
when a great congress was held in 
Chicago, was heard from, some who did 
not believe in missions, anu especially 
from who felt that foreign mis- 
sionary work was being emphasized to 
the disadvantage of home It seems to 
have been agreed on all sides, howev- 
er, that the expenditure Was necessa- 
ry, and therefore justified, and that in- 
directly home missionary effort gained 
about as much as foreign 

If the estimates of Methodist 
for the vear 1910 are borne out, it is 
found that the net result of the new 
missionary interest on the part of lay- 
men since 1907 is an increase of $111,- 
035 a year in receipts. That is, for the 
decade the annual increase is $592,445, 
but since 1907 the increase has been at 
the rate of 3(103,948 a These 
figures are f: the twenty-one societies 
of the eight bodies named, and include 
both homeand foreign income.

do extensive foreign and home work 
through regular societies making re-

The growth of

societies from 1901 to 1911 amounted 
to $5,929,488. Baptist gifts advanced 
from $981,090 to $1,681,000; Congresgé- 
tional from $1,401,000 to $1,777,038; 
Disciples from $461,000 to $943,000; 
Episcopal from $697,370 to $1,107,000; 
Lutheran from $251,000 to $512,000; 
Methodis from $1,894,227 to $3,972,000 
(September and Octover’ estimated); 
Presbyterian from $1,681,000 to 2,- 
911,000, ang Refofmed Church, Dutch 
branch only, from $259,600 to $451,000. 

Leaders in the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement point out that during a part 
of the three years laymen were betng 
instructed, and that it has been hardly 
more than year since they have 
been in working shape in considerable 
numbers. Even yet thousands of 
churches have not been touched by 
the movement. Follow-up work is 
now being prosecuted, and missionary 
interests are kept to the fore by the 
movement on its own account and 
co-operation with the Men and 
ligion Movement. The prediction 
made that in the succeeding ten years, 
or even from 1907 to 1917, the ad- 
vance will be far greater than bas 
been possible up to this time. Esti- 
mates of amounts going to missions 
in foreign fields from all America and 
Canada, all Protestant bodies, is $11,- 
600,000 a year, a gain of $1,000,000 last 
year, and to home fields in the United 
States alone, $49,000,000. An estimate 
of amounts given directly for main- 
tenance for Christian work in Ameri- 
ca, all bodies, is $325,000,000 4 year.

DEMONSTRATION WORKERS KEPT BUSY 


DURING THREE-DAYS MEETING AT ATHENS ..

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Co-operative demonstration workers on the State Agricultural College farm at Athens. 


University of Georgia, Athens, Ga., Oc- 
tober 28—(Special.)—For the past three 
days there hasbeen assembled in the 
Classic City an assembly of gentlemen 
from various parts of the state who 
were agents from their respective dis- 
tricts of the co-operative demonstra- 
tive workers. This work was or- 
ganizeq by the United States bureau 
of agriculture for the purpose of dem- 
onstrating the most effective farming 
methods, and the agents selected from 
the various districts are supposed to 
be the most prosperous farmers of 
that district. 

The meeting of these men was 
Placed at the State College of Agricul- 
ture because of four important fea- 
tures of work which could be shown 
there. They were a demonstration of! 
the uses of dynamite in farming by 
the Dupont Powder Company, a dem- 
onstration of plowing and planting 


mite in breaking up the land and 
making it available for plant growth 
A half stick of dynamite was put in a 
hole 30 inches deep in the ground-- 
these holes being bored in rows 
about 6 feet wideand theholes 10 feet 
apart. When exploded the soil was 
broken up for a radius of 5 feet or 
more and left in a condition which 
would enable a crop to get all th: 
plant food out of it. The cost of 
breaking up an acre of ladn in this 
manner woulg amount to about $13. 

Following this demonstration, lec 
tures were given by Professor Jarni 
gan and President Soule, of the Agri- 
cultural college, in the auditorium of 
that building. 

In the afternoon the demonstration 
fields were visited and the various 
breeds of cotton discussed with [Pro- 
fessor DeLoach, of the college. whu

Nation Well Prepared for Ex- 
iencies of a Great Wan 


Paris, October 21.—(Special.)—One 
effect of the recent trouble with Ger- 
inany over Morocco has been to Lring 
out the truth about the military 
strength of France in a manner which 
goes to show that whatever may have 
been the popular idea outside of France, 
this country today is as well prepared 
tc meet the exigencies of a great war 
as any power in Europe. 

In fact, there are experts who do 
rot hesitate to express the opinion that 
the French army organization today is 
the most efficient in Europe, and that 
the French soldier is man for man, the 
equal of any trained fighting man in 
Europe.’ 

Very noteworthy in this line, was the 
speech delivered by M. Klotz, the Min- 
ister of Finance, at the unveiling of a 
monument at Issoudun to the soldiers 
of the district who died while defend- 
ing their country in the war of 1870. 
M. Klotz showeg that, while in 1872 
the strength of the regular 
amounted to 453,364 men, it last 
attained the figure of 581,491. This, he 
explained, was all the more remark- 
able; as the main object of the laws 
on recruiting has been to diminish the 
duration of active service, and the 
birth-rate had been unsatisfactory. 
But the diminution of the period of 
service with the colours had been com- 
pensated by a better organization of 
the reservists. M. Klotz went on to 
Sav: 

“On the first day of the mobilization

mous maritime insurance corpora- 
tion into whose coffers these recov- 
ered millions will flow—after iying 
for more than a hundred years at 
the bottom of the Zuyder Zee. 

Seated about their table, made of 
the recovered rudder of the Englisb 
l’rigate WLutine—the treasure ship 
which sank in 1799 with its cargo of 
neurly « $6,000,000 in gold and silver 
coins and bullion—the directors of 
Lloyd’s are, having the satisfaction 
of handling” some hundreds of coins 
recovered from the wreck, while guns, 
cannon ba'tis. the Lut nes ancnor, 
some spikes and cha‘ns and bits of 
wood from the hull, recently re 
ceived, further prove that the bot- 
tom of the ocean off the island of 
Terschelling is not being mined in 
vain. 

The salvage belongs to the Lloyd's 
because that company, then newly 
organized, insured the Lutine and 
its treasure cargo, and duly made 
rood the loss. 

It is only recently, after a century 
of sporadic efforts—now and then 
partly successful—to recover the 
treasure that Lloyd’s engineers 
have devised adequate mechanical 
means to compel the ocean’s bed to 
vield up the $5,000,000 in coin and 
bullion estimated to be still buried 
in the sand. 

Their salvage ship, carrying the 
most complicated wrecking and 
dredging apparatus yet devised, 
after several months of preliminary 
work is now in touch with the 
deeply buried deck of the old Lutine, 
beneath which must still exist the 
bulk of the long-lost treasure. 

The ship is equipped with a power- 
ful suction pump having a diameter 
of twenty inches. A pipe of this 
diameter is inserted in the bed of 
the sea, and when the pump is put 
in operation the accumulated sand, 
shells, specie and debris, with which 
the bed is covered, is brought to 


the Lutine’s ocean grave. 

This device is a great steel tube 
nearly one hundred feet in length 
and wide enough to allow a man to 
Walk erect down its centre. At the 
bottom end is a metal chamber pro- 
vided with windows and doors. and 
with grapling hooks and other ma- 
chinery operated by power aboard 
the ship above whee the upper end 
of the tube is made fast. 

Offic'al records show that the 
treasure on board the Lutine was 
not. the property of the British 
Government, but of a number of 
London merchants connected with 
Lloyd’s, and that its destination 
was Hamburg.* These merchants 
had sufficient influence to induce 
the government to assign to the 
frigate Lutine the task of trans 
} O.t.ng the bullion. 

The records fail to explain, how- 
ever. how it happened that. sailing 
for the mouth of the Elbe, the Lutine 

‘came to be driven upon the danger- 
ous shoals of the Zuyder Zee, tar 
out of her course. even when every 
allinwanee is made for the strength 
of a northwesterly gale. 

From ttiut wreck on-y one satlor 
escaped, and he died shortly after 
being picked up from a spar to 
which he had lashed himself. As 
England was then at war with the 
Netherlands, Lloyd’s had to delay 
salvage operations. Meantime the 
sands near the wreck held a golden 
harvest for the Dutch fishermen of 
nearby islands. At low tide the 
wreck of the Lutine was partly ex. 
posed, with a channel running close 
by. 

In a volume soon to be published 
by Sturgis & Walton Company, Néw 
York, called “The Book of Buried 
Treasure,” the author—Ralph D. 
Payne—-quotes the following official 
inventory of these Dutch findings: 

28 bars of. gold, welght 646 
pounds 8 ounces. 41,697 Spanish 


to general anxiety over Napoleon's 
war! ke activity. Other international 
troubles—including WHolland’s claim 
to half the Lutine salvage-—-interfered 
with systematic search until 1808, 
when divers again located the wreck 
and brought up the bell of the old 
frigate—which now rests in the com- 
mittee room at Lloyd’s, with other 
relics. 

The Duteh fisherfolk were so ex- 
cited over this renewed locating of 
the treasure hulk that they swarmed 
about in well-manned oats until they 
had to be driven off bx English 
gunboat. The work of salvage went 
on until 1861, with an addit} 
of $110,000 in bullion recovered.

Dutch genius based his estimate on 
the fact that the bars of silver and 
gold already fecovered were stamped 
with certain. letters and numbers 
indicating a complete series. and that 
the miss'ng numbers and letters

the sea. 


Later findings have verified this 
estimate—-showing that there were in 
all one thousand gold and silver bars 
in the Lutine’s hold. Mr. Payne. ac- 
cordingly, presents this interesting 
tabulated statement of the Lutine’s 
treasure as it stands to-day:

Now, at last, after more than a cen- 
tury, there are reasonable expecta- 
tions that ere long the whole of the 
Lutine treasure will have been re. 
covered, with more than $5,000,000 as 
the return for present efforts. 


Such a triumph will mark a new 
departure in historic attempts to re- 
claim sunken treasure—failure, often 
accompanied by death and disaster.

For’ this young woman and those 


rapid taking on of 
flesh is one of three: Either surall- 
mentation, which is merely indiges- 
tion, improper distribution of’ food 
elements, in persons of rheumatic 
tendency: latent dyspepsia or pre- 
existent nervousness. 

The cures are proper food diet, 
chiefly of vegetables aud fruits, and 
frequent baths in cold or coo! water. 
If you are nervous eat your meals 
regularly, letting nothing interfere 
with them. Eat less but eat it very 
slowly, chewing it until the food 
reaches a liquid state in your mouth. 
Stop the over-eating, which is a bad 
habit of the nervous person addicted 
to plumpness. Teach yourself that 
it is not masculine to be muscular. 


Train yourself to enjoy exercise. 
Exercise for a few days or weeks 
at a regular time and the exercise 
will come to be a necessity. Exer- 
cise will make you healthier. as well 
as thinner, especially if you are of 
gouty or rheumatic tendency. In 
youth prepare for middle age To 
prevent gouty middie age exercise 
much in youth. And exercise out of 
doors is of twice the value of ex- 
ercise indoors, for it permits oxygen 
to do its work of burning up the 
fat. Golf and tennis. rowing and 
long walks are the best friends of 
the woman vho would reduce 
“thirty fat.”

Protcssor\ Heckel gives to 
such cases, and fecommends, the 
practice of muscle cure. For these 
women he advises exercises ~ith pul- 
leys, but he limits the weight of 
these to four pounds. Serious injury 
may result from a woman using too 
heavy weights for exercises. Having 
faced the pulley and drawn the 
handles down and up ten: times, 
counting each movement, turn your 
back and draw the handles up and 
down again ten times. Then re 
verse the body and repeat the ex- 
ercise. Continue this until the 
muscles begin to feel tired. Open 
the window of the room in which 
you are exercising and breathe 
deeply and regularly while exercis 
ing. If you can perform these ex- 
ercises in the yard or on the roof 
it is that mucb better. 

For the solid “forty fat” bending 
at the waist is absolutely neces- 
Sary. This flesh is more solid than 
that of the younger woman, and to 
banish it requires more persistence. 
Bend from the waist forward, not 
bending the knees. until the fiugers 
touch the floor. This is the ex- 
ercise with which Mrs. Langtry 
tested berself every day. and “so 
long as 4 can do that I know I am 
all right.” sbe_ said Bend back- 
ward as far as possible, but do this 
with great care. for the strain might 
cause tnuternal. injury. 

Swing the trunk as far around 
from side to side as possible, bend- 
ing the bodv forward and letting the 
arms swing free Always bathe 
after these exercises As I have of- 
ten said. ua bath should always fol- 
low perspiration.

needs. For the younger woman, 
dieting is most to be relied upon. 
For the older, muscle treatment, 
»which is but another name for ex- 
ercise. Massage will aid both. But 
let no oily substance bé used in the 
massage. Starch is cooling and 
pleasant to the skin and is not fat- 
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tenivg, as are oils and créams. 
Especially dves the woman of 
forty or more fear the loose skin 
that follows reduction. If you do not 
reduce too rapidly this will not fol- 
low, for the skin will slowly become 
used to the new conditions, and will 
follow and adhere to the shrinking 
muscles. But to counteract this 
loosening of the skin, which is lable
